It was mooted by the committee in 
charge that an Old Timere Association 
would be formed, ‘and we hore the 
project wil! assume definite form and 
that instead of ending with the first 
banquet it will becume an annual 
affair. 

Those who were there remembered 
those who were absent and in a friend- 
ly discussion as to who was the first 
lady in the district, it was concluded 
that Mrs. C. T. Card could claim the 
honorable distinction. That lady land- 
ed ahead of the C P.R. and with her 
husband and family travelled by “shag 
nag” express from Brandon early iu 
1882.

The Conservative Convention. 

A convention of the  Liberal-Con 
servatives cf the Territories will be held 
at Regina on Saturday, March 6th, to 
form a general Liberal-Conservative 
Association for the Territories, to elect 
two members to the Dominion Advi-- 
ory Council and to transact any other 
business as may recommend itself to 
convention. Hon. Hugh John Mac- 
donald has promised to be present. 
This step is the result of a caucus of 
the party last session when it was 
decided that there should be a Domin 
ion Advitory Council, with whose 
members the leader of the party could 
advise. It was further decided that in 
each of the Provinces and in the Terri- 
tories, a convention should be held to 
elect two members to the Advisory 
Council and to organize a yeneral 
Liberal Conservative Association for 
cach province or for the Territories as

' Nerth-West Creameries. 


We are glad to nots that Prof. Robertson 
has met with success in his efforts to organ- 
ize creamerics throughout the Territories. 
He completed his western tovr on Friday 
and returned to Ottawa the following even- 
ing, after an abeence of nearly a month. The 
government have decided to take over the 
management of the Crescent creamery at 
Calgary, which is said to be the third largest 
in America, and was bonused by the city of 
Calgary to the extent of 5.000, They will 
also manage the stations already established 
at Regina and Innisfail, and will continue to 
operate those at Lndian Head, Prince Albert 
and Moose Jaw. New creameries will be 
erected at Moosomin, Whitewood, Grenfell, 
Wolseley and Qu’Appelle Station in the 
eastern par’ of the Territories, at Saskatoon 
in the north, ond in the west at Olds, 
Red Deer andi Edmonton. The scheme 
under which these creameries will be oper- 
ated hes been previously cutlined in these 
columns and # repitition would pernaps be 
superfluous, Sutfice it to say, however, 
that this year will undoubtedly mark a new 
era in the progress aud prosperty of the 
Territories.

of inflicting upon the conquer ro- 
vinces. Of a noble family, which Had 
been impoverished /during the wars of 
the second triumvirate; he had been 
taught, in common with many of the 
Roman nobility, to anticipate office as 
a never-failing source of aggrandize- 
ment ; and when -he was invested with 
the chief command in Syria, he regarded 
this province as a sort of patrimony, 
from which he might fill his empty cof- 
fers without scruple. Accordingly, al- 
though he entered his government poor, 
he left it a rich man, and laden with 
the curses of its pill inhabitants. In 
the mean time, as his military quali- 
ties had been untried, they remained 
unquestioned; and when a commander 
for Germany was required—one who to 
the tactics of the soldier could add the 
conciliatory arts of the politician—Quin- 
tilius Varus was announced as the hap- 
py individual who possessed this rare 
combination. It was thought, from the 
tranquility of his administration in 
Syria, that he possessed in an eminent 
degree the talents of a ruler, and that 
these, still more than warlike measures, 
would tame the hitherto indomitable 
Germans. Such was the view adopted 
even by Augustus himself; and to the 
Rhine, accordingly, the new commander 
was sent, from which he commenced his 
march into the interior under auspices 
which have been already explained. 
And how, indeed, could he bd suspici- 
ous of latent danger? The, fierce bar- 
barians hitherto so reckless of the Rom- 
an terrors had submitted their quar- 
rels to his decision, as if he had been 
a second Numa cor Tresmegistus; and 
the more remote tribes, who had invited 
his = were ready to hail it as 
the pledge of psace and civilization. 
Besides, had he not in his right hand 
the young and gallant Arminius—one

THE WINTER PLANTS. 


Every woman who has the time and 
space loves to have a window garden 
in winter, and in that way keep a bit 
of the beautiful summer witb her. But 
what a disappointment itis to wake up 
om some severely cold morning and find 
ail the sweet things dead, or almost so. 
If one has not ample space and can 
not give plants the right condition in 
which to live it is best to carry only 
a few over the winter. If one sunny 


over ail cracks will keep out much of 
the cold, or paper or cloth stuffed tight- 
ly into the cracks will also answer the 


game purpose. 

Qn severely cold nights it is safest 
to lift all the plants out of the window 
to some table or stand in the center 
of the room, Covering the plants with 
newspapers will also protect them, and 
if papers are put up against the win- 
dow panes much of the cold will be ex- 
cluded. If the plants should freeze 
they should be taken immediately into 
a cool room and sprinkled with cold 
water. By no means should they come 
near heat or fire until they have re- 
vived. Some people recommend to sim- 
ply carry the plants into a cool room 
and allow nature to do the rest. 

It is a task to keep winter plants 
free from insects, and one of the best 
remedies is tobacco. Take a smai! pack- 
age of strong tobacco and pour over it 
boiling water. When cool the plants 
should be set into the mixture and 
washed, leaves and all, besides being 
thoroughly soaked with it. Another 
remedy is a strong soapsuds made of 
carbolic soap and water. Plants must 
be kept clean, if they are to be healthy. 
The leaves should be washed occasion- 
ally in order that the dust may be re- 
moved. The leaves are the lungs of 

fants, and of course they cannot per- 
orm their work correctly if the pores 
are obstructed by dust. 

In order to have nice plants one must 
give them much attention. 
plossoms and leaves should be removed, 
and they ought to have plenty of sun- 
shine and moisture to thrive. A few 
flowering plants in the winter domuch 
toward the coziness and comfort of an 
apartment, and lend such an air of 
‘‘homeiness” and warmth that-one can- 
aot help loving them. \ 


AT THE MEALS.

His moth- 
er and sisters make it a point to al- 
ways dress for dinner, but not elab- 
orately by any means, for they cannot 
afford.that. There is always plenty 
of light, a pretty dish of fruit in sea- 
son somewhere on the table, and flow- 
ers when they can be procured—in sum- 
mer from their little garden at the 
back of the house. 

In the morning the sun steals in 
through the white-drapea windows over 
a pretty picture of comfort and happi- 
ness, and the evening lamp sheds its 
warm light on the same.

IN THE OCEAN’S DEPTHS. 


The Emermeus Pressure Exerted by the 
Water in the Deepest Places. 

The temperature at the bottom of the 
ocean is nearly down to freezing point, 
and sometimes actually below it. There 
is a total absence of light, as far as 
sunlight is concerned, and there is an 
enormous pressure, reckoned at about 
one ton to the square inch in every 
1,000 fathoms, which is 160 times great- 
er than that of the 
live in. At 2,500 fathoms the pressure 
is thirty times more powerful than the 
steam pressure of a locomotive when 
drawing a train. As late as 1880 a lead- 
ing zoologist explained the existence of 
deep-sea animals at such depths by as- 
suming that their bodies were com- 
pose of solids and liquids of great den- 
sity, and contained no air. This, how- 
ever, is not the case with deep-sea fish, 
which are provided with air-inflated 
swimming bladders. If one of these fish 
in full chase after its prey, happens to 


ascend beyond a certain level, its blad-| 


der becomes distended with the decreas- 
ed pressure, and carries it, in spite of 
all its efforts, still higher in its course. 
In fact. members of this unfortunate 
class are liable to become victims to 
the unusual accident of falling upward 
and no doubt meet with a violent deat 
soon after leaving their accustomed 
level, and long before their bodies reach 
the surface in a distorted and unnatural 
state. 
EVEN GROUND SHARKS, 

brought up from a depth of no more 
than 500 fathoms, expire before they 
gain the surface. 

The fauna of the deep sea—with a 


few exceptions hitherto oaly known as 
foasils—are new und especially modified 
forms of families and genera inhabitin 
shallow waters in modern times, an 
have been driven down to the depths 
of the ocean by their more powerful 
rivals in the battle of life. much as 
the ancient Britons were compelled to 
withdraw to tbe barren and inacces- 
sible fastnesses of Wales. Some of 


able modifications in correspondence to 
the changed conditivns of their new 
habitats.. Thus down to 900 fathoms 
their eyes have generally become enlarg- 
ed. to make the best of the faint light 
which may sibly penetrate there. 
After 1.000 fathoms these organs are 
either still further enlarged, or so great- 
ly reduced that in some species they 
disappear altogether, and are replaced 
by enormously long feelers. ‘The only 
light at great depths which would en- 
able large eyes to be of any service is 
oat phosphorescence of deep-sea ani- 
m 


als. 

We know that at the surface this light 
is often very powerful, and Sir Wyville 
Thomson has recorded one occasion on 
which the sea at night was a “perfect 
blaze of phosphouresceace, so strong that 
lights and shadows were thrown on the 
Sails and it was easy tu read the smail- 
est print.” It is thought possible by 
severa! naturalists that certain por- 
tions of the sea bottom may be as iril- 
liantly illumined by this sort of light 
as.the streets of a European city after 
sunset. Some deep-sea fish have two 
paraliel sows of small circular phos- 
phorescent organs running along the 
whole length of their bodies, and as 
they glide through the dark waters of 
the profound abysses they must look 
like model msi} ships with rows of sbin- 
ing portholes.

There is to-day a Christiag empress 
who orders scores of children to be

The Emperor Menelik’s wile is 
Taitou. She has been empress for about 
five years, supplanting a previous wife

| which is extreme, but for the ascen- 


| dency which she has obtained over the 
,emperor, or Negus Negusti (king of 
| kings), as he is termed in his own coun- 
|try. While Menclik was formerly an 
extremely self-willed man, nothing is 
now done without the sanction of the 
empress, who appears to have fascin- 
| ated him to an extraordinary extent. 
As told before, he obtained her by a 
cruel crime, and—careless of human 
life as he is—it is doubtful if the slaugh- 
ter of young children she demands 
would be allowed were it not for the as- 
cendency she has cbtained. Travelers 
to Abyssinia are invariably struck by 
the number of children who carry scars 
or burns, or are otherwise mutilated. 
It is also noticed that scarcely a child, 
however young, can be found who has 
not had its ears pierced. This state of 
affairs arises from the sirange and 
horrible belief of Taitou. The empresas 
is descended from a family of lepers, 
and is fearful of suffering from this 
hereditary disease. some way or 
other she has become imbued with the 
idea that if she bathes in the blood 
of young children she will escape the 
terrible curse of her ancestors.

PIGEON MESSAGE SERVICE. 


Great Britain Will Use i tor the Army 
and Navy. 

In view of the movement recently 
made in favor of the military pigeon 
message service, it is interesting to 
note that the British government has 
decided to establish a service of car- 
rier-pigeons for use by the army and 
navy. In this matter Great Britain 
hitherto has lagged far behind most 
of the continental powers, which, of re- 
cent years, have made considerable out- 


lay upon the development of an effi- - 
cient service of carrier-pigeons. = This

development has its highest 
pont in Germany and France. In the 
ormer a sum of $12,500 is set asicle 
annually from the war budget for the 


training’and support of carrier-pigeors. 
Every fortress and military camv of 
the frontiers has its columbary ~- 
lied with trained birds, housed ready 
or emergencies. The birds aggregate 
about 10,000, and every bird is num- 
bered and registered, and can be claim- 
ed by the authorities, shou!d the need _ 
occur. Not one of the birds can be ta- 
ken out of the country without offi- 
cial sanction. It is estimated that from 
the reserve so formed the government 
can draw from 25,000 to $0,000 birds, 
all trained and ready for use. Equal 
care is bestowed on pigeon training 
in France. The principal station is at 
the great military camp at Chalons, 
but there are depots in all the frontier 
towns and fortresses. From these out- 
lying posts a regular pigeon mail ser- 
vice to the headquarters is main 
tained. Three times a week a number 
of birds are taken by trains to cer- 
tain points on the frontier, where they 
are liberated. A careful record is kept 
of their number, and the time oo 
cupied in reaching their destination. 
| The percentage of losses is very small. 
| Such confidence is placed in this ser- 
| vice that it is calculated that if every 
line of railway and every telegraple 
wire on both sides of the frontier were 
destroyed, by means of this system of 
| pigeon post the authorities could te 
tei abreast of the progress of events 
| The rearing and training of pigeons 
| by the people also is encouraged by 
it e government. Almost every town 
has its society or union, generally un- 
der official patronage, and for the per- 
iodical flying contests thousands © 
birds will be entered.

That he had made more trips than 
any other man was settled when an 
English paper some months} ago offered 
a prize to the man who could prove that 
he had crossed the Atlantic oftenest. 
The prize was £10, and when Paynter’s 
attention was called to it ihe declined 
to send in his name to the ipaper or to 
allow his friends to do it. ‘J don’t want 
any of their prizes,” he szid.! “The com- 
pany don't pay me to make capital out 
of my service.” 

The result was that the; prize went 
to a Capt. Brooks of Alaska, who has 
made 700 trips. Then the English pap- 
ers began to exploit Capt. Brooks as the 
oldest seaman in the Atlaptic service, 
and Paynter’s friends resolved to ig- 
nore his wishes in the matter and rec- 
tify the mistake. The eilitor of the 
publication made an investigation, and 
finding that the claims of Paynter’s 
friends were true, he awarled the old 
man i 

A SILVER MEDAL, 
suilably inscribed. Paynter has the 
medal on a big frame on the wall of the 
parlor of his Liverpool honte.

TREMENDOUS LANDSLIDE. 


MILES OF COUNTRY SWEPT IN 
KERRY COUNTY, IRELAND. 


Mr. Donuelly’s Residence and Nine of the 
Family Buried—The River Flesk Bleck- 
ed. % 

A landslide has occurred near Rath- 
more, County Kerry, Ireland, doing 
great damage to property and causing 
the loss of at least nine lives. Heavy 
rains have fallen in that part of Ire- 
land, lately, with the result that some 
places that are generally dry now re- 
semble vast morasses. Near Rathmore 
there is an eminence about 1,000 feet 
high known as/ Boy Hill, and it was 
here that the landslide occurred. The 
rains, percolating through the ground 
continually, loosened a huge mass of 
earth, and on Sunday night, apparently 
without the slightest warning, a large 
part of the surface of the hil] began to 
slide towards the valley. Gaining mo- 
mentum as it moved, it swept down- 
ward, with a roaring sound, carrying 
rocks, trees anil everything before it 
for miles. In some places the path of 
the landslide was a mile wide, and as it 
moved along, it) buried everything, en- 
tirely changing! the aspect of the sec- 


d|when done intelligently, shoots can be 


off the ends of growing shoots and cut- 
ting away of others. Trees of beau- 
tiful outline are produced in this way. 
Where pinched off, there are several 
new shoots take the place of one, and 


—_ almost wherever they are want- 
ed. 
In the winter geason, when the 
branches are bare of leaves, it is easy 
work to see just what a tree needs. It 
may be that nothing at all is required. 
the branches being properly placed, and 
no dead ones tobe cut away. Many 
trees are far too crowded with branches, 
and it will be better to make a mistake, 
and cut out. too many than to leave 
them crowded. Air and light must get 
to all parts of the tree if we would have 
fruit over all. Lower branches are apt 
to overtop one another too much, and 
in this case some of them suffer. The 
centre of the tree is often too crowd- 
ed for the best results. In these cases 
the saw and hatchet will be needed. And 
bere is where a word of warning is re- 
quired. If a branch is not wanted, cut 
it off completely at its base. Do not 
saw it off an inch or two above where 
it starts out, or you will not effect 
your object. 

When sawed in this way, three or 
four shoots will start out from the 
fart left, and instead of reducing the 
number of branches, an_ increase 1s 
made. Cut clean to the base, so that 
no eyes are left to start afresh more 
shoots. When the leaves are off, a 
good view is had of ail parts of the 
tree, and a little practice will show 
not only where branches are too close 
now, but small twigs which evidently. 
will be too numerous when they get 
larger; and these should be cut out.

The criminais play blindman’s buff, 
but the man with the bandaged eyes 
carries a handkerchief bearing in one 
corner a jagged stone, a piece of hard, 
sharpened wood, or bit of iron.

STRAWBERRY PLANTING. | 


The question as to whether at or 
spring planting is best for strawberfies 
depends largely upon the local copdi- 
tions as well as on the individual who 
intends to grow them, writes B/ O. 
Wood. Many articles which appeaf in 
our farm journals are often misleading 
owing to these facts. 

In the southern states fall planting 
usually gives good results; through the 
eastern and middie states it is - 
sionally practiced but strongly n- 
demned, while for this and northern 
latitudes, if the conditions are favour-
